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Report of the President 


In tho Session of 1881-2, tho number of first years’ students 
was abnormally raised by the entrance of a considerable number 
of young men who had proposed to become students of the 
Queen’s University at a later period if it liad continued to exist, 
and who were accordingly following tho course of study laid 
down for entrance in that university. In order to secure the 
right to which they were justly entitled of continuing their studies 
in the Royal University according to the curriculum of the Queen’s 
University, they wore compelled to enter one of tho Queen’s 
Colleges before tho dissolution of tho Queen’s University took 
place. In this way the total number of first year’s students in the 
college last year was greater than during the past session. On 
the other hand the number of students of the second, third, and 
fourth years was greater this session than in any previous year, 
and the total number was greater than in the session of 1880-SI, 
so that the steady growth which began in 1877-78 has continued 
even under the unfavourable conditions of tire last two or three 
years. It is also worthy of note that the absolute and relative 
numbers of Roman Catholics continues to increase. In 1870-71, 
there were only 86 Roman Catholic students in Queen’s College, 
Cork, or 34'4i per cent. In tho session just ended there were 
213, or 61 '2 per cent. 

In the Appendix (A, p. 9), I havo givon tho usual detailed 
statistical information about tho college. I have also, given in 
it (B, No. XV., p. IB), the names of those students of tho college 
who obtained Degrees, Diplomas, and Honours, at tho Commence- 
ments of the Royal University. During the existenco of the 
Queen’s University, evory matriculated student of a Queen’s 
College was a. member of that University, and if ho continued 
his university studies, naturally graduated in it. Such a list as 
that given at p. 15, formed therefore a neccasary part of a roport 
of the work of the college. Since tho dissolution of the Quoen'B 
University, the Queen’s Colleges are no longer integral parts of 
any university, and its students may, and do, graduate in different 
universities, and^ if students of medicine obtain diplomas from 
one or other of tho Colleges of Suvgoons, and of Physicians. 
A list which should include only students who graduated in the 
Royal University would be incomplete, and as tho eollogo has no 
certain means of making a complete list, it will perhaps he better 
to omit all such lists in future reports. 

The discipline of the college during tho session was good, and 
nothing occurred calling for tho action of tho Council. 

Since my last Report Berkeley Hall has been incorporated by 
a Charter under Your Majesty’s Sign Manual, and so much 
progress has been made towards the completion of the building 
that it will certainly be ready for the reception of students 
next session. Through the munificence of Mr. W. H. Crawford, 
who has been so generous a donor to the college, a house for 
the Dean of Residences is being built adjoining Berkeley Hall. 
It is to be hoped that this first attempt to provide a collegiate 
home, and religious instruction for one religious denomination of 
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of Queen' 8 College , Cork. 


students in a Queen’s College, will be so successful as to lead to 
the foundation of other Halls. 

I have again to call attention to the want of a new library, 
and a now laboratory. These wants become more pressing from 
year to year, and I hope therefore that some steps will be taken 
next year to provide them. 


The Biological Laboratory has been fitted up, so that Professor 
Hartog has been able to institute a full course of laboratory work 
which promises to be very successful. The small aquarium 
which it is proposed to erect in connection with the laboratory 
will render this department complete. As the cost would be very 
small I hope provision will be made for it next year’. 

Mr. Howard Grubb has nearly completed the Transit and other 
instruments which he has in hands for the Crawford Observatory. 
The necessary preparations have been made for mounting them 
during the autumn. 

The Botanic Garden is in excellent order, but a. propagating 
house and accommodation for succulent and aquatic plants are 
urgently needed. Plans for these houses and for covering in two 
spaces one for ferns and the other for our fine orange trees, 
acacias, &c., have boon prepared, but as yet the necessary funds 
have not been provided. 


Some further additions have been made to the Anatomical and 
Pathological Museum, which is no w fully arranged. Some progress 
has been made in arranging the Materia Medica Museum, which 
will, I hope, he enriched this year by a fine collection of Indian 
and other drugs. 

Professor Hartog has devoted much time to the Natural History 
Museum and has made some additions of considerable teaching 
value, which have helped to fill up several gaps. Some now cases 
and fittings have been mado in the Mineralogical and Geological 
Museum, and it is proposed during the ensuing session to re- 
arrange and increase considerably the whole of the collections in 
this Museum. 

Now, that much has been done to enlarge and re-arrange the 
Natural History, Materia Medica, and Anatomical and Pathological 
Museums, to furnish the Physical Cabinet with ms tauments, both 
for demonstration and research, and to provide Biological and 
Physiological laboratories, an observatory, a workshop, plant- 
houses, a botanic garden, &c„ it appears to me time to begin t the 
work of establishing a well organized and arranged ^huieal 
Museum and collection of educational models Such a museum 
would he a real boon to the South of Ireland, an w 
necessary complement to the means which the College now possess 
for teaching Physical Science. Before anything can be done 
however, iu this direction the new library and new laboratory 
must be built, so as to enable the present laboratory and library 
to be used for the proposed Technical Department, On this 
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Report of the President, <bo. 


ground then, as well as those I have already frequently stated 
I would again urge the necessity of making immediate provision 
for the erection of a new library and ol a new chemical laboratory.
